Nora  Lewis  is  associate  professor  of  Music  at  Western  Michigan  University,  where 
she  teaches  undergraduate  and  graduate  oboe  students,  coaches  woodwind  chamber 
music,  teaches  courses  in  music  theory,  performs  with  the  Western  Wind  Quintet  and 
Western  Winds,  and  coordinates  the  Bullock  Performance  Institute.  Lewis  previously 
served  on  the  faculty  of  Kansas  State  University  for  eight  years,  where  she  served  as 
assistant/associate  professor  of  oboe  &  music  history,  Associate  director  of  the  School 
of  Music,  Theatre,  and  Dance,  and  performed  with  the  Konza  Winds  faculty  quintet. 

Lewis  has  performed  with  the  Chicago  Symphony  Orchestra,  Boston  Lyric  Opera, 
Boston  Classical  Orchestra,  Wichita  Symphony  Orchestra,  New  Hampshire 
Symphony,  Camerata  Chicago,  and  International  Contemporary  Ensemble  (ICE).  She 
was  a  founding  member  of  Chicago-based  Ensemble  Dal  Niente  and  held  orchestral 
positions  with  the  Elmhurst  Symphony  Orchestra  and  the  Plymouth  Philharmonic. 
She  has  performed  in  recital  at  St.  Pauls  Church  in  Covent  Garden,  London,  on  the 
Cranbrook  Music  Guild  artist  series,  Hale  Library  concert  series,  and  in  live  recital 
broadcasts  on  Blue  Lake  Public  Radio,  WMUK  Kalamazoo’s  In  Concert,  and  Live  from 
Studio  B  at  WFMT  in  Chicago. 

Lewis  has  presented  clinics,  performances,  and  papers  at  national  and  international 
conferences  including  the  Midwest  Clinic,  International  Double  Reed  Society,  College 
Music  Society,  CBDNA  (southwest  region),  ClarinetFest,  National  Flute  Association, 
in  locations  such  as  the  United  Kingdom,  Japan,  South  Korea,  Sweden,  Finland, 
and  throughout  the  United  States.  Honors  include  a  Big- 12  Faculty  Fellowship, 
honorary  membership  in  Sigma  Alpha  Iota  as  a  National  Arts  Associate,  and  a  Yale 
AlumniVentures  Grant  to  support  her  work  with  music  programs  in  Haiti. 

For  ten  summers  Lewis  taught  at  Blue  Lake  Fine  Arts  Camp  in  Michigan.  She  has 
served  on  the  CMS  National  Advisory  Board  for  performance,  editor  for  the  Midwest 
Double  Reed  Society,  and  is  consulting  editor  for  The  Instrumentalist  magazine.  She 
received  a  doctor  of  music  degree  from  Northwestern  University’s  Bienen  School  of 
Music,  a  master  of  music  degree  from  Yale  University,  and  a  bachelor  of  music  degree 
in  performance  and  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  in  philosophy  from  Lawrence  University. 
Her  principal  oboe  teachers  include  Michael  Henoch,  Richard  Killmer,  Ronald 
Roseman,  Howard  Niblock,  and  Grover  Schiltz  (English  horn). 


Clarinetist  Phillip  O.  Paglialonga  has  quickly  emerged  as  one  of  the  leading 
performers  and  pedagogues  of  his  generation.  His  new  book,  Squeak  Big:  Practical 
Fundamentals  for  the  Successful  Clarinetist,  was  released  in  August  2015  by  Imagine 
Music  Publishing  and  has  garnered  significant  praise  from  leading  clarinetists  including 
prominent  members  of  the  orchestras  in  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Detroit,  Philadelphia, 
and  San  Francisco,  as  well  as  stellar  reviews  in  several  major  publications. 

As  a  performer  he  has  appeared  on  four  continents  and  regularly  appears  throughout 
North  America  and  abroad.  His  performances  have  been  heard  on  National  Public 
Radio,  the  CBC  in  Canada,  as  well  as  several  other  regional  radio  and  television 
stations.  He  has  visited  dozens  of  universities  to  present  recitals  and  classes,  and  is 


regularly  invited  to  perform  at  venues  around  the  world.  Recent  highlights  include 
performances  at  Bellas  Artes  Guatape,  ClarinetFest,  Clarimania,  College  Music  Society 
ClariBogota,  Cranbrook  Concert  Series,  International  Double  Reed  Society  Society 
for  Electro-Acoustic  Music,  Tutti  New  Music  Festival  as  well  as  concerts  in  Colombia, 
Poland,  Spain,  Thailand,  and  Trinidad. 

As  an  orchestral  musician  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Haddonfield  Symphony, 
Sarasota  Opera  Orchestra,  and  the  Walt  Disney  World  Orchestra.  He  has  also 
appeared  with  numerous  other  orchestras  including:  Charleston  Symphony  (SC), 
Chicago  Civic  Orchestra,  Concertante  di  Chicago,  Florida  Orchestra,  Fort  Wayne 
Philharmonic,  Kalamazoo  Symphony,  New  World  Symphony,  Orlando  Philharmonic, 
Sarasota  Orchestra,  and  Windsor  Symphony  (Ontario).  He  has  also  participated  in 
numerous  summer  festivals  including  the  National  Repertory  Orchestra,  the  Music 
Academy  of  the  West  in  Santa  Barbara,  and  Lake  George  Opera  in  Saratoga,  New  York. 

Dr.  Paglialonga  is  on  the  faculty  of  Virginia  Tech  in  Blacksburg,  Virginia.  He  is  a 
Gonzalez  artist  and  performs  exclusively  on  Gonzalez  GD  reeds. 

Bassoonist  Eric  Van  der  Veer  Varner  has  enjoyed  a  particularly  rich  and  varied 
musical  career.  He  was  the  principal  bassoonist  with  the  Windsor  Symphony  Orchestra 
from  2004  to  2015.  He  appeared  as  a  soloist  with  the  orchestra  on  numerous  occasions, 
where  his  playing  was  critically  hailed  as  that  “of  ineffable  liquid  beauty.”  Previously, 
he  held  positions  with  the  Ann  Arbor  Symphony,  Michigan  Opera  Theater,  and 
Sarasota  Opera  Orchestra.  He  performs  in  numerous  summer  festivals,  including  the 
Bellingham  Festival  of  Music,  the  Michigan  City  Chamber  Music  Festival,  and  the 
Glickman-Popkin  Bassoon  Camp. 

Currently  professor  of  bassoon  and  woodwind  department  chair  at  the  Lynn 
Conservatory,  Dr.  Varner  has  previously  held  faculty  appointments  at  Miami  University 
(Ohio),  Heidelberg  University,  and  the  University  of  Windsor.  He  also  spent  14 
summers  working  at  the  Interlochen  Arts  Camp,  where  he  was  the  assistant  director  of 
the  High  Schools  Boys  Division. 

Dr.  Varner  is  the  owner  of  TrevCo -Varner  Music,  “the  world  s  foremost  purveyor  of 
fine  sheet  music  for  double  reeds”.  TrevCo-Varner  Music  is  the  largest  company  in  the 
world  dedicated  solely  to  double  reed  music,  with  mroe  than  12,000  titles  in  stock  from 
publishers  all  over  the  world. 

Dr.  Varner  holds  the  doctor  of  musical  arts  (2004)  from  the  University  of  Michigan, 
where  he  also  earned  a  master  of  music  (2002)  and  a  bachelor  of  music  (1996)  degree. 
He  also  holds  a  degree  in  artistic  education  (1998)  from  the  Mannheim-Heidelberg 
Conservatory  in  Mannheim,  Germany.  His  primary  teachers  were  Richard  Beene, 
Alfred  Rinderspacher,  Hugh  Cooper,  and  Michael  Dicker.

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DIRECTOR’S  NOTE 


As  I  approach  this,  my  last  year  before  retirement  from  BYU,  I  admit  a  bit  of  self-indulgence. 
Lo  Boheme  is  my  favorite  romantic  opera;  one  of  the  first  dates  my  wife  and  I  enjoyed  when 
we  attended  BYU.  Some  of  the  sweetest  and  most  poignant  memories  of  our  young  family, 
struggling  to  make  ends  meet  during  my  doctorate  studies,  are  inextricably  connected  to  this 
opera.  Rodolfo  was  one  of  my  first  roles  at  University  of  Michigan;  Trier,  Germany;  and  Vienna, 
Austria.  I  thought  it  was  fitting  to  come  full-circle. 

The  last  twenty  years  have  been  such  a  joyful  experience.  I  have  watched  students  with 
amazing  talent,  glean  international  recognition  and  become  great  artists  in  their  own  rite.  We 
have  had  three  national  Metropolitan  Opera  winners  and  others  are  currently  establishing 
themselves  in  prestigious  opera  programs  in  the  United  States  and  Europe.  What  an  honor 
and  privilege  it  has  been  to  enjoy  their  association  and,  together,  share  the  love  of  this  great 
art  form. 

I  must  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  my  dear  vocal  area  colleagues  Diane  Reich,  Darrell 
Babidge,  and  Robert  Brandt  without  whose  input  and  constant  support  and  counsel,  my 
work  would  have  been  difficult,  if  not  impossible.  Our  association  has  been  so  much  more 
than  collegial;  we  are  true  friends. 

I  also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Kory  Katseanes  and  the  BYU  Orchestras,  as  well  as 
our  coaches  Barbara  Allen  and  Nicolas  Giusti.  Their  unflagging  commitment  to  the  success  of 
our  program  has  been  more  than  exemplary.  I  am  so  grateful  for  their  individual  talents  and 
invaluable  contributions. 

Throughout  the  years,  we  have  depended  on  the  artistic  expertise  and  vision  of  many  set, 
costume,  light,  sound,  and  prop  designers.  These  are  the  unseen  backbone  of  any  production 
and  the  reason  our  operas  have  been  so  visually  successful. 

Stage  managers  are  indispensable  and  I  have  had  the  opportunity  of  working  with  many, 
during  the  past  twenty  years.  Without  them,  the  organizational  aspects  of  rehearsal,  blocking, 
and  performance  runs  would  be  insurmountable. 

I  am  certain  you  will  carry  on  the  legacy  and  long¬ 
standing  tradition  of  outstanding  opera  at  BYU,  for  many  years  to  come. 

Most  of  all,  I  wish  to  thank  you,  our  supportive  audiences,  for  your  attendance,  applause, 
tears,  laughter,  and  your  love  of  opera.  Auf  Wiedersehen.

SYNOPSIS 


Act  1 

The  young  poet  Rodolfo  and  the  painter  Marcello  are  spending  Christmas  eve  in  the  freezing 
garret  where  they  live.  The  two  are  joined  by  friends:  the  philosopher  Colline  and  the  musician 
Schaunard.  Schaunard  has  managed  to  procure  food,  wine  and  firewood.  The  four  of  them 
improvise  a  party,  which  is  suddenly  interrupted  by  the  arrival  of  the  landlord  to  demand  the 
rent.  Having  invented  an  excuse  to  get  rid  of  him  without  paying  him,  Marcello,  Colline  and 
Schaunard  decide  to  go  out  to  dine  at  the  Cafe  Momus,  while  Rodolfo  stays  at  home:  he 
will  join  them  when  he  has  finished  an  article.  There  is  a  knock  at  the  door:  it  is  his  neighbor 
Mimi,  a  young  seamstress,  who  has  come  to  ask  for  a  match.  She  is  exhausted  and  Rodolfo 
revives  her  with  some  wine,  but  in  the  meantime  she  has  lost  her  key.  The  candles  goes  out, 
and  while  they  are  searching  for  the  key  in  the  dark  their  hands  touch.  Mutual  attraction  is 
immediate:  they  tell  each  other  about  themselves  and  go  off  to  join  his  friends. 

Act  2 

Rodolfo  and  Mimi  are  sitting  in  the  Cafe  Momus  with  their  other  friends  when  Musetta,  a 
former  lover  of  Marcello's,  arrives  with  her  new  companion,  the  elderly  Alcindoro.  Having  sent 
Alcindoro  on  an  errand,  Musetta  makes  peace  with  Marcello.  At  this  point  the  Bohemians 
depart,  leaving  the  returning  Alcindoro  to  pay  the  bill. 

Act  3 

On  a  freezing  February  morning,  Mimi  meets  Marcello  who  is  painting  the  sign  of  a  tavern  near 
the  Barriere  d'Enfer.  Racked  by  coughing,  she  tells  him  that  she  has  quarreled  with  Rodolfo 
because  of  his  jealousy  and  begs  him  to  help  her.  Rodolfo  comes  out  of  the  tavern  and  she 
hides.  Rodolfo  then  reveals  to  Marcello  that  Mimi  is  dying  of  consumption  and  he  does  not 
have  the  means  to  provide  for  her.  Mimi  appears  and  she  and  Rodolfo  embrace.  They  know 
they  must  part,  but  they  decide  to  stay  together  until  the  spring.  Meanwhile  Marcello  and 
Musetta  are  arguing  once  again. 

Act  4 

Some  time  later,  Rodolfo  and  Marcello  are  in  the  garret  again  and  are  thinking  about  Mimi  and 
Musetta,  who  have  left  them.  Schaunard  and  Colline  arrive,  and  the  four  friends  organize  a 
mock  banquet.  Suddenly  Musetta  bursts  in  and  says  Mimi  is  outside,  close  to  death.  Rodolfo 
helps  her  to  the  bed,  and  the  others  go  off  to  pawn  their  possessions  to  raise  money  to  call 
a  doctor.  Left  alone,  Mimi  and  Rodolfo  recall  their  first  meeting  and  their  love.  Schaunard 
returns,  followed  by  Musetta,  Marcello,  and  Colline.  Marcello  announces  that  a  doctor  is  on  the 
way;  but  suddenly  they  fall  silent,  realizing  Mimi  has  died.  Rodolfo,  who  has  hoped  until  the 
last  that  she  might  recover,  throws  himself  weeping  on  her  body.

“I’m  honored  to  be  at  BYU,  in  my  home  state,  to  share  this  music  with  you  tonight. 

Our  program  tonight  is  called  “Love  Songs.”  We  have  chosen  six  groups  of  songs  to 
represent  different  aspects  of  love.  Our  first  song  stands  alone  as  an  introduction  to 
the  evening:  “Delphine”  represents  love’s  beginnings,  adolescent  love,  or  the  first  time 
one  falls  in  love.  Then  we  move  into  the  more  sensual  aspects  of  love:  temptation  and 
passion.  To  end  the  first  half,  I’m  singing  songs  of  motherly  love  (or  songs  that  represent 
the  love  a  teacher  has  for  her  students)  and  closing  with  “Amor,”  as  the  Brentano/ 
Strauss  depiction  of  Cupid  reminds  me  so  much  of  my  wily  and  lovable  daughter.  After 
a  pause,  we  have  three  tales  of  unrequited  love  and  betrayal.  We  advance  from  there 
towards  grief,  the  three  songs  here  representing  three  progressive  stages  of  grief.  Lastly, 
we  have  five  songs  which  offer  sincere  expressions  of  what  I  call  “sacred  love”:  love  from 
the  divine,  brotherly  love,  and  the  holiest  aspect  of  romantic  love.  “Zueignung”  ends 
the  evening  as  my  personal  dedication  and  expression  of  gratitude  to  God,  who  gave 
me  my  life  and  the  gift  of  love  in  all  of  these  forms.”

Erin  Morley  is  one  of  today’s  most  sought  after  coloratura  sopranos.  She  has  stepped 
into  the  international  spotlight  in  recent  years  with  a  string  of  critically  acclaimed 
appearances  in  the  great  opera  houses  of  the  world.  Ms.  Morley  has  brought  what  the 
New  York  Times  called  the  “silken  clarity  of  her  voice  and  the  needlepoint  precision”  of 
her  coloratura  to  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  the  Vienna  Staatsoper,  Munich’s  Bayerische 
Staatsoper,  Opera  National  de  Paris,  Palau  de  les  Arts  in  Valencia,  Spain,  and  Santa 
Fe  Opera.  Renowned  for  her  musicality  and  deft  phrasing,  she  has  also  appeared 
as  a  soloist  with  America’s  premier  symphony  orchestras,  including  the  Cleveland 
Orchestra,  Chicago  Symphony  Orchestra,  Philadelphia  Orchestra,  and  the  New  York 
Philharmonic. 

Ms.  Morley ’s  2016-2017  season  features  a  return  to  the  Metropolitan  Opera  to  sing 
Sophie  in  a  new  production  of  Der  Rosenkavalier  and  performances  of  Zerbinetta  in 
Ariadne  auf  Naxos  with  the  Glyndebourne  Festival  Opera.  In  concert,  she  will  sing 
Sophie  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  reprise  Angelica  in  Handel’s  Orlando 
with  Harry  Bicket’s  renowned  orchestra,  The  English  Concert,  on  tour  in  Ferrara, 

Italy.  Ms.  Morley  will  also  be  heard  in  recital  at  Alice  Tully  Hall  and  at  Brigham  Young 
University.  Future  projects  include  returns  to  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  Glyndebourne 
Festival  Opera,  Wiener  Staatsoper,  Santa  Fe  Opera,  and  Carnegie  Hall,  all  in  leading 
roles.  The  2015-16  season  took  Ms.  Morley  back  to  Munich  (Fiakermilli  in  Arabella) 
and  Paris  (Sophie  in  Der  Rosenkavalier),  and  included  debuts  at  the  Minnesota  Opera 
(Zerbinetta  in  Ariadne  auf  Naxos),  the  Opera  de  Nancy  (the  title-role  in  Lucia  di 
Lammermoor)  and  The  English  Concert  in  a  European  and  North-American  tour 
singing  Angelica  in  Orlando  with  a  final  performance  at  Carnegie  Hall. 

A  graduate  of  the  Metropolitan  Opera’s  Lindemann  Young  Artist  Development 
Program,  Ms.  Morley  has  sung  more  than  70  performances  at  the  Metropolitan  Opera. 
She  was  hailed  by  critics  as  “a  major  success”  when  she  stepped  in  last-minute  to  sing 
Sophie  in  an  entire  run  of  Der  Rosenkavalier  in  the  2013-14  season.  (She  will  return  to 
the  Met  as  Sophie  in  a  new  production  alongside  Elina  Garanca  and  Renee  Fleming, 
with  James  Levine  at  the  podium.)  Met  audiences  also  heard  Ms.  Morley ’s  role  debuts 


as  Olympia  (in  Les  Contes  d’ Hoffmann)  in  the  2014=15  season,  and  Sister  Constance 
(in  Dialogues  des  Carmelites)  in  2013=14,  among  others.  Equally  at  home  in  chamber 
music,  Ms.  Morley  has  appeared  with  Louis  Langree  and  the  Mostly  Mozart  Festival 
Orchestra,  with  the  Chamber  Music  Society  of  Lincoln  Center,  in  a  recital  tour  with 
pianist  Vlad  Iftinca  (Salt  Lake  City’s  Virtuoso  Series  and  Carnegie’s  Weill  Hall), 
and  with  pianist  Ken  Noda  (in  Webern's  Four  Songs )  and  James  Levine  and  the  Met 
Chamber  Ensemble  in  Carnegie’s  Zankel  Hall  (in  Satie’s  Socrate). 

In  commercial  recording,  Ms.  Morley  can  be  seen  as  Sandrina  (in  La  Finta  Giardiniera) 
with  conductor  Emmanuelle  Haim  in  the  Opera  de  Lille  production  for  Erato;  as 
Woglinde  (in  Gotterdammerung)  with  conductor  Fabio  Luisi  in  the  Metropolitan 
Opera’s  Grammy  Award-winning  Lepage  Ring  Cycle  for  Deutsche  Grammophon;  and 
can  be  heard  as  Marguerite  de  Valois  (in  Les  Huguenots ,  live  from  Bard  SummerScape), 
for  the  ASO  label;  in  Carl  Nielsen’s  Symphony  no.  3,  "Espansiva”  with  Alan  Gilbert 
and  the  New  York  Philharmonic  for  Da  Capo  Records;  as  Sylvie  in  Gounod’s  opera- 
comique  La  Colombe  with  Mark  Elder  and  The  Halle  Orchestra  for  the  Opera 
Rara  label  and  as  a  guest  soloist  with  the  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir  on  their  2015 
Christmas  album,  Hallelujah!. 

The  daughter  of  a  violinist,  Ms.  Morley  spent  her  early  years  studying  violin  and  piano, 
and  frequently  collaborated  with  her  mother.  While  obtaining  her  undergraduate  voice 
degree  from  Eastman,  she  continued  her  piano  studies,  and  accompanied  singers  in 
lessons  and  recitals.  She  went  on  to  earn  her  master  of  music  voice  degree  from  The 
Juilliard  School  and  her  artist  diploma  from  The  Juilliard  Opera  Center  in  2007,  where 
she  received  the  Florence  &  Paul  DeRosa  Prize.  Ms.  Morley  won  first  Place  in  the 
Licia  Albanese  -  Puccini  Foundation  Competition  in  2006,  third  Place  in  London’s 
Wigmore  Hall  International  Song  Competition  in  2009,  and  received  the  Richard 
Tucker  Career  Grant  in  2013. 

Ken  Noda  is  musical  assistant  to  James  Levine  and  coach  for  the  Lindemann  Young 
Artist  Development  Program  at  the  Metropolitan  Opera,  where  he  began  working 
in  1991.  Born  in  New  York  City  to  Japanese  parents  in  October  1962,  he  studied  with 
Daniel  Barenboim  and  performed  as  soloist  with  such  orchestras  as  the  Berlin,  Vienna, 
New  York,  Israel,  and  Los  Angeles  Philharmonics;  the  London,  Boston,  Chicago,  San 
Francisco,  Montreal,  Toronto,  and  National  Symphonies;  the  Cleveland  Orchestra, 
Orchestre  de  Paris,  and  Philharmonia  Orchestra  of  London,  under  such  conductors 
as  Abbado,  Barenboim,  Chailly,  Kubelik,  Levine,  Mehta,  Ozawa,  and  Previn.  He  has 
also  collaborated  as  chamber  musician  with  Maestro  Levine  (at  two  pianos),  Itzhak 
Perlman,  Pinchas  Zukerman,  Nigel  Kennedy,  and  the  Emerson  Quartet;  and  as 
accompanist  to  Kathleen  Battle,  Hildegard  Behrens,  Maria  Ewing,  Aprile  Millo,  Kurt 
Moll,  James  Morris,  Jessye  Norman,  Matthew  Polenzani,  Dawn  Upshaw,  and  Deborah 
Voigt.  He  has  been  a  participant  at  the  Marlboro  Music  Festival  and  taught  at  the 
Renata  Scotto  Opera  Academy  at  the  invitation  of  Miss  Scotto.  He  also  gives  annual 
opera  masterclasses  at  Juilliard.

Bringing  forth  all  kinds  of  fruits  and  colored  flowers  and  herbs.

The  commission  was  for  a  three-minute  fanfare  piece.  Each  piece  takes  on  a  reason  for  being  all  its  own,  and 
Mother  Earth  is  no  exception.  It  became  an  urgent  message  from  Our  Mother  to  treat  her  more  kindly!  My 
reading  at  the  time  of  writing  this  music  was  For  a  Future  to  be  Possible  by  the  Vietnamese  monk  and  teacher, 
Thich  Nhat  Hanh.  He  believes  that  the  only  way  forward  is  to  be  extremely  alive  and  aware  in  our  present 
moment,  to  become  awake  to  the  needs  of  our  beloved  planet,  and  to  respond  to  it  as  a  living  entity.  Music 
making  allows  us  to  come  immediately  awake.  It  is  an  instant  connection  to  the  powerful  wellspring  of  our 
creativity,  and  opens  our  minds  to  the  solution  of  any  number  of  problems,  including  that  of  our  damaged 
environment.  My  little  piece  does  not  solve  the  problem!  But  it  is  a  living  call  to  the  wide-awake  life,  and  it 
continues  to  be  performed  by  young  people  around  the  world.

English  Folk  Song  Suite  was  commissioned  by  the  band  of  the  Royal  Military  School  of  Music.  It  was 
premiered  on  4  July  1923,  at  Kneller  Hall,  H.  E.  Adkins  conducting.  In  three  movements,  the  suite  contains  folk 
songs  from  the  Norfolk  and  Somerset  regions  of  England,  including  Seventeen  Come  Sunday,  Pretty  Caroline, 
Dives  and  Lazarus,  My  Bonny  Boy,  Green  Bushes,  Blow  Away  the  Morning  Dew,  High  Germany,  and  The  Tree 
So  High.  Historically,  the  suite  is  considered  (along  with  Gustav  Holst’s  two  suites  for  military  band)  to  be  a 
cornerstone  work  in  the  literature,  and  one  of  the  earliest  “serious”  works  for  the  wind  band.

Stained  Glass  Windows  by  Bruce  Yurko 

Stained  Glass  Windows  is  dedicated  to  Dr.  Bradley  Genevro  and  the  Messiah  College  Wind  Ensemble.  The 
composition  is  built  on  the  famous  hymn  Holy,  Holy.  Holy!  Lord  God  Almighty!  In  the  three  variations  that 
follow  the  statement  of  this  theme,  the  wind  ensemble  presents  material  in  ever  changing  choirs  while  the 
percussion  ensemble  continues  to  “comment”.  The  Messiah  College  Wind  Ensemble  gave  the  works  premiere 
in  the  new  Calvin  and  Janet  High  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts  on  February  17,  2013.”  From  the  CD  Stained 
Glass  Windows,  Klavier  Recordings. 

Rest  for  Concert  Band  was  created  in  2010  as  a  concert  band  adaptation  of  the  composer’s  work  for  chorus, 
There  Will  Be  Rest.  In  making  this  version,  the  composer  wanted  to  preserve  almost  everything  from  the  original 
including  harmony,  dynamics  and  even  the  original  registration.  He  also  endeavored  to  preserve  carefully  the 
fragile  beauty  and  quiet  dignity  suggested  by  the  words  of  the  poet  Sara  Teasdale: 

There  will  be  rest,  and  sure  stars  shining 
Over  the  roof-tops  crowned  with  snow, 

A  reign  of  rest,  serene  forgetting, 

The  music  of  stillness  holy  and  low. 

I  will  make  this  world  of  my  devising, 

Out  of  a  dream  in  my  lonely  mind, 

I  shall  find  the  crystal  of  peace,  above  me 
Stars  I  shall  find.

Grainger  composed  this  march  as  a  birthday  gift  for  his  mother  in  1905,  basing  it  on  melodies  and  musical 
material  from  a  Scottish  “border  ballad.”  The  poem  celebrates  a  bloody  skirmish  between  two  clans  in  1593. 

In  the  march,  Grainger  sought  to  express  the  dare-deviltry  of  the  cattle-raiding,  swashbuckling  English  and 
Scottish  “borderers”  of  the  period  as  portrayed  in  collections  of  border  ballads  of  the  14th,  15th,  and  16th 
centuries.

Mt.  Everest  is  a  musical  depiction  of  the  awesome  grandeur  and  majesty  of  the  highest  mountain  on 
earth.  Its  peak  is  22,029  feet  above  sea  level.  It  is  known  as  “Chomolungma”  (Holy  Mother)  in  Tibet  or 
Deodungha  (Holy  Mountain)  in  Darjeeling.  When  George  Mallory  was  asked  the  question,  “Why  do  you 
want  to  climb  Mt.  Everest?”  he  famously  replied,  “Because  it  is  There.” 

The  composer,  Rossano  Galante  was  born  and  raised  in  Buffalo,  New  York,  he  received  his  bachelor  of  arts 
degree  in  trumpet  performance  from  SUNY  at  Buffalo  in  1992.  He  was  accepted  into  the  University  of 
Southern  California’s  Film  Scoring  Program,  where  he  studied  with  the  late  Jerry  Goldsmith.  At  the  age  of 
thirty-two,  he  moved  to  Southern  California  to  pursue  a  career  in  film  composition  and  orchestration.

I  Made  Lasmawan  was  born  in  Bangah,  Bali,  where  he  made  his  concert  debut 
as  a  drummer  at  the  age  of  eight.  In  1977,  he  graduated  from  Balis  Conservatory 
of  Traditional  Performing  Arts,  having  studied  with  master  drummers  I  Gede 
Manik,  I  Wayan  Berata,  I  Gusti  Ketut  Sedahan,  and  I  Wayan  Nedeh.  He  taught 
and  performed  gamelan  throughout  Bali,  Asia,  and  Europe  before  attending  the 
Indonesian  College  of  Traditional  Performing  Arts  (Surakarta,  Java),  where  he 
graduated  in  1983.  He  taught  there  until  1990,  when  he  took  a  faculty  position 
in  San  Diego.  Since  moving  to  Colorado  in  1993,  Lasmawan  has  directed 
Colorado  College’s  Gamelan  Tunjung  Sari  as  well  as  Gamelan  Tunas  Mekar 
(Denver),  Gamelan  Candra  Wyoga  (University  of  Wyoming),  and  Gamelan 
Genta  Kencana  (University  of  Colorado  — Boulder).  Professor  Lasmawan  is 
the  “Johnny  Appleseed”  of  Balinese  gamelan  throughout  the  Intermountain 
West,  traveling  frequently  to  work  with  gamelan  groups  in  Colorado,  Wyoming, 
Idaho,  Montana,  and  Utah,  and  is  also  in  demand  as  a  clinician  and  guest  artist 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Bali.  Each  summer,  he  returns  to  Bangah 
village  to  direct  Sanggar  Manik  Galih,  a  music  and  dance  studio  comprised  of 
members  of  his  extended  family,  members  of  the  local  community,  and  students 
from  around  the  world  who  come  to  study  with  him.  In  the  summer  of  2016,  the 
BYU  School  of  Music’s  inaugural  study  abroad  program  in  Bali  spent  two  weeks 
living,  working,  and  performing  with  the  Lasmawan  family  and  other  members 
of  Manik  Galih. 

Ni  Ketut  Marni  was  born  in  Singapadu,  Bali,  to  a  family  of  traiional  dancers,* 
she  began  learning  to  dance  as  a  young  child.  In  1994,  she  graduated  from  Balis 
Conservatory  of  Traditional  Performing  Arts  and  went  on  to  perform  with 
Sanggar  Warini  throughout  Indonesia  as  well  as  in  Taiwan,  Japan,  and  the  United 
States.  She  married  Lasmawan  in  1997  and  moved  to  Colorado  Springs,  where 
she  teaches  Balinese  dance  at  Colorado  College.  Marni  also  performers  regularly 


with  Gamelan  Tunas  Mekar,  Gamelan  Candra  Wyogo,  Gamelan  Genta  Kencana, 
and  elsewhere  throughout  the  United  States  and  Bali.  She  also  leads  the  dance 
instruction  at  Sanggar  Manik  Galih  each  summer  in  Bangah,  Bali. 

Ni  Made  Nias  Yunirika  graduated  from  the  University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana- 
Champaign  and  actively  performs  and  promotes  the  beauty  of  the  Balinese  fine 
arts  in  the  Midwest.  She  was  taught  to  dance  by  her  mother  at  the  age  of  five 
in  Bali  and  first  engaged  in  playing  gamelan  at  the  age  of  ten  in  Kansas  City 
Missouri^  under  the  tutelage  of  her  father,  the  highly  esteemed  musician  and 
composer  I  Ketut  Gede  Asnawa.  She  is  an  active  member  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  private  gamelan  group,  Gamelan  Bali  Lantari,  and  the  University’s 
Community  Gamelan;  she  also  performs  gamelan,  Balinese  dance,  and  other 
Indonesian  arts  as  a  member  of  Indonesian  Performing  Arts  of  Chicago.  Yunirika, 
along  with  her  twin  sister,  was  awarded  the  Indonesian  Youth  Who  Excel  on 
February  2012  by  the  Asian  American  Coalition  of  Chicago,  for  excellence  in 
community  service  and  leadership  through  teaching  and  performing  dance. 

Dr.  Jeremy  Grimshaw  received  his  Ph.D.  in  musicology  and  a  Certificate 
in  World  Music  from  the  Eastman  School  of  Music.  At  BYU  he  serves  as  an 
associate  dean  in  the  College  of  Fine  Arts  and  Communications  and  as  a  faculty 
member  in  the  School  of  Music,  where  he  teaches  courses  in  world  music, 
contemporary  music,  and  Balinese  gamelan.  He  has  studied  gamelan  with  I 
Made  Lasmawan,  I  Dewa  Beratha,  I  Ketut  Gede  Asnawa,  Edmundo  Luna,  Clay 
Greenberg,  and  at  Mekar  Bhuana  Conservatory,  and  in  the  summer  of  2016  he 
inaugurated  a  study  abroad  program  in  Bali.  He  is  the  author  of  two  books:  The 
Island  of  Bali  is  Littered  with  Prayers ,  and  Draw  a  Straight  Line  and  Follow  It:  The 
Music  and  Mysticism  of  La  Monte  Young. 

Gamelan  Bintang  Wahyu  was  founded  in  the  fall  of  2008  to  bring  to  Utah 
music  of  Bali,  an  island  in  Indonesia.  Though  relatively  small,  Bali  boasts  dozens 
of  different  styles  of  music,  each  with  its  own  particular  set  of  instruments. 

Our  Balinese  gamelan  is  a  relatively  new  type  known  as  samaradana.  This 
type  of  gamelan  is  tuned  in  such  a  way  as  to  allow  players  to  play  on  a  single 
set  of  instruments  a  number  of  different  types  of  traditional  gamelan  styles. 
Consequently,  we  are  able  to  bring  onto  one  stage  many  different  gamelan  styles, 
including  music  created  for  royal  courts,  village  competitions,  funerals,  temple 
ceremonies,  and  social  gatherings.  Our  repertoire  has  included  works  by  living 
composers  as  well  as  music  that  is  likely  several  hundred  years  old. 

Balinese  music  requires  and  celebrates  intense  coordination  between  players, 
and  exemplifies  the  strong  emphasis  Balinese  culture  places  on  cooperation  and 
community.  In  that  spirit,  our  group  includes  music  majors  and  non-majors, 
as  well  as  several  faculty  and  staff  members.  If  you  are  interested  in  joining  or 
learning  more  about  our  ensemble,  find  us  on  Facebook  or  email  Dr.  Grimshaw 
at  j  eremy.grimshaw(a)byu.edu.

The  American  Piano  Quartet,  founded  in  1984  by  the  late  Paul 
Pollei,  is  dedicated  to  performing  original  works,  transcriptions,  and 
arrangements  for  the  combination  of  two  pianos/ eight  hands.  This 
beloved  art  form  of  the  latter  19th  century  has  found  new  popularity 
due  to  the  efforts  of  the  quartet  in  research,  commissions,  and 
performances  over  the  last  three  decades.  The  quartet  is  composed 
of  four  musicians  who  focus  their  careers  in  all  areas  of  performance, 
teaching,  composing,  and  arranging.  The  quartet  has  performed 
throughout  the  United  States,  the  Far  East  and  Europe;  from  Piano 
Island  in  Xiamen,  China,  to  the  twilight  of  Forks,  Washington.  As  a 
group  they  have  been  visiting  professors  and  guest  artists  at  Frankfurt, 
Germany  Hochschule  fur  musik;  University  of  Goianias,  Brazil; 

Prague,  Czech  Republic  Chamber  Festival;  and  Franz  Liszt  Academy 
in  Budapest,  Hungary.  They  have  been  Pearl  Award  nominees,  have 
appeared  in  Manila,  Philippines  National  Center  for  the  Performing 
Arts,  and  have  been  conducted  by  Hollywood  film  star  Andie 
MacDowell.  Their  performances  have  raised  over  10,000  Euros  for 
various  charities  on  their  many  tours  through  Germany.  They  were 
guest  adjudicators  for  the  national  finals  of  the  Japan  Piano  Teachers 
Association  and  premiered  Alexander  Peskanov  s  two -piano,  eight- 
hand  concerto  with  the  Hungarian  Radio  Symphony.  The  quartet 
represented  the  United  States  as  the  invited  guest  artist  ensemble  at  the 
Anton  Rubinstein  Centennial  Festival  Celebration  in  Moscow,  Russia 
(2010)  and  while  there,  appeared  in  a  command  performance  for  the 
American  Embassy  at  Spaso  House  in  Moscow.  They  have  been  praised 
for  their  dramatic  programming  and  tight  acoustics  demonstrating 
an  unusually  synergistic  orchestral  sonority.  Astonished  critics  have 
described  them  as  ivory  acrobats  and  "thundering  lions  of  the  salon 
in  fourfold”  (Taunus  Zeitung,  Friedrichsdorf,  Germany,  July  1995). 
One  German  critic  praised  “the  four  American  artists  for  bringing  a 
passionate  ambience  to  their  performance  of  favorite  masterworks.” 
(Bad  Herrenalb,  “Bolero  Evening,”  May  2004).  The  quartet  seeks  to 
continue  the  legacy  of  its  founder  Paul  Pollei:  “to  delight  and  surprise 
while  educating  the  public  to  the  wonderfully  multi-faceted  world  of 
piano  music.” 

Robin  Hancock  is  on  the  piano  faculty  at  Brigham  Young  University, 
and  is  a  graduate  of  Central  Washington  University,  Brigham  Young 
University,  and  Boston  University.  As  accompanist  and  chamber  artist 
he  has  played  more  than  300  recitals  in  the  past  decade.  He  began 


his  teaching  career  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts-Dartmouth 
and  was  a  competitor  in  the  1988  Gina  Bachauer  International  Piano 
Competition.  He  recently  received  the  Faculty  Excellence  in  Teaching 
Award  at  BYU.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir. 

Scott  Holden  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  Manhattan 
School  of  Music,  and  The  Juilliard  School,  where  he  was  awarded  the 
Horowitz  Prize.  A  prize  winner  in  numerous  piano  competitions,  his 
1996  Carnegie  Hall  debut  recital  was  a  result  of  winning  first  prize  in 
the  1996  Leschetizky  International  Piano  Competition.  AFulbright 
scholar,  he  is  currently  chair  of  piano  studies  at  Brigham  Young 
University. 

Del  Parkinson  is  professor  of  piano  at  Boise  State  University.  After 
completing  studies  in  London  as  a  Fulbright  scholar,  he  earned  a  doctor 
of  music  degree  from  Indiana  University  and  a  postgraduate  diploma 
from  The  Juilliard  School.  Parkinson  is  featured  on  four  compact  disc 
recordings  and  has  performed  in  Europe,  Asia,  South  America,  and 
throughout  the  United  States.  A  Steinway  artist,  he  is  the  recipient  of 
the  governor  s  award  for  excellence  in  the  arts. 

Jeffrey  Shumway  is  a  graduate  of  Brigham  Young  University,  The 
Juilliard  School,  and  Indiana  University.  His  teaching  career  began  at 
Tarleton  State  University  in  Texas,  and  he  is  currently  on  the  piano 
faculty  at  Brigham  Young  University.  Second-prize  winner  of  the  1977 
Gina  Bachauer  International  Piano  Competition,  he  is  known  for  his 
performances  of  complete  cycles  of  the  piano  music  of  Maurice  Ravel 
and  Ludwig  van  Beethoven.  He  was  recently  named  national  fellow 
with  the  Music  Teachers  National  Association.
